; T. AT. we of the Enghſh Nation muſt alter 
ö one Word, and read, My Sor, fear thou the 
| Lord and the Queen, is to our great Happineſs, 
and no at all to the Senſe of the Text. 
If Kings in Sacred Scripture have the Glorious Style 
of Nerſarg-fathers, Queens ſhare with them in the Ho- 
nour, and have that of Nurfmg-mathers of the Church. 
The Kindly Influences of Female Government upon 
this Church and State, Our Anceſtors have known in 
former times, we learn from Hiſtory and Tradition: - 
In this Reign, ve their Poſterity enjoy, and find 


by happier Experience. 

n Her Preſent Majeſty, the Light of our Eyes and 
LS is furniſh'd with all»the 
juſt Arts and wiſe Policies of Reigning, and adorn'd 


with: all the Divine Graces and Humble Sincerity of 
| Religion. The Queen * 
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= Duty to GOD 
but adds Advantage and Luſtre to the Chriſtian. In 
her own Pious Thoughts, and the concurrent Opinion 
of all good and wiſe Men, ſhe raiſes herſelf above all 
the Heights of Earthly Majeſty, by bowing ſo de- 
voutly low to the God of Heayen. Were all her 
Subjects as dutifully loyal to her, as ſhe's devoutly 
obedient to God, we ſhou'd be the moſt happy Peo- 
ple, Her Majeſty wou'd be the moſt Glorious Prince 
in the World. 
And indeed the Queen's Religious Gratitude to the 
King of Eternity, and our ſteady Loyalty to the 
Queen, ſtand upon the ſame Foot, proceed from the 
fame Reaſon, becauſe ſhe derives her Authority and 
Imperial Majeſty from God. 7 
For by him Kings and Queens Rule, and Princes 
Decree Juſtice. From theſe Words we are taught 
Three I hings. 1. To fear God His Sovereign Bo- 
minion, Strict Juſtice and Infinite Power oblige us 
to pay him true Homage and Worſhip, to revae his 
Authority, and do our Dury in order to avoid h 
at Diſpleaſure, more tetrible than Death 3 and tg 
is Favour more deſireable than Life. Who would 
not fear thee, O King of Nations, for to thee dothvit 
appertain ; foraſmuch as among Al the wiſe Meh of 
che Nations, among all che Gods therevis' not like 


unto thee. His perfect Wiſdoni and rhoft ©:

Ina Word, the Fear of God ſignifies all the Duties of

2. We are taught to fear God's Vicegerent, to ho- 
nour Your Majeſty, which is derivd and ſhines by 
Reflection from him, to reverence and love that Power 
and Goodneſs, which make Earthly Deities imperfect- 
ly reſemble the bleſſed and only Potentate, who on- 
ly has Immortality, and is infinite in all Perfections. 
Since our Fear of God is to regulate our Duty to our 
Prince, we muſt expreſs our Loyalty in every In- 
ſtance that does not treſpaſs on our firſt indiſpenſable 
Obligations to him. And we know the Reins of Go-

Our gracious and moſt religious Sovereign no lefs 
encourages and invites her Subjects to be virtuous and 
pious, by her royal Practice and Example, than fhe 
requires and commands em to be fo, by her royal 
Proclamations and Laws. 

We are in Conſequence of our Duty to God and 
his Anointed, warn'd by the wiſeſt of Mortals, not fo 
meddle with thoſe that are given to change. 
We muſt renounce the Converſation and Principles, 
ſtudy to prevent the Treachery and vile Deſigns of 
| ſeditious and turbulent Spirits. We of 
Nation, ought by Virtue of this Precept, and

Perſons are praisd and honour'd for doing fo, and re- 
commended to others as ſhining Examples. - 
I. As tothe firſt thing rais d from theſe Words. 

1. Religion and Loyalty are inſeparable, becauſe 
by the natural Order of things, and the expreſs Com- 
mands of God, Loyalty is a great and eſſential Branch 
of true Religion. To obey Kings and Queens, is to 
obey God in his Deputies and Repreſencatives, who 
is the King of all Nations, and only Univerſal 
Monarch. Without Order and Government, God's 
Creatures cannot be preſerv'd, nor his Church Mi- 
litant either flouriſh or ſubſiſt, which he has de- 
clard the Gates of Hell ſhall never prevail againſt. 
Now frail Mortals cou'd not bear his Immediate Pre- 
ſence to govern em, ſince he is cloath'd with In- 
ſufferable Majeſty, and dwells in Light to which no 
Eye can approach. Therefore ſince the 


| Lord muſt and will be King, be the 


People never ſo unpatient, ſince he fits between the 
Cherubins, and governs all things in Heaven and Earth, 
though the Inhabitants of the Earth be never fo un- 


quiet: Tis a Point of Neceſſity with reſpect to us, 


as well as merciful Condeſcention on the part of God, 


to appoint of the Sons of Adam to be his Vicege-

rents, and inveſt proper Perſans of our own Nature 
and tender Paſſions, With delegated Power and Ma- 
jeſty, to protect and govern their Brethren, They

being Gods, as to their Authority, and Men in their 
Nature, are beſt qualify d for this Office. 

Their high Dignity gives a Sacredneſs to their Per- 
ſons, the Commiſſion from above preſerves the Man 
from Contempt; as Fleſh and Blood tempers the 
Splendour of their Majeſty, and the familiar Sweerneſs 
and Benignity of Humane Nature, keeps their Subjects 


from Amazement and Terror. It being impoſſible 


we ſhou d bear God s full unval'd Glories, he interpoſes 
a Cloud; becauſe we cannot hear him ſpeak in his 
loudeſt Thunder and live, he addrefles us in a ſoft 
Voice: He in great Wiſdom teaches and rules Man- 


ſecures his own Authority, and makes compaſſionate 
Allowance for their Frailties. When God came to 
Mount Sinab in the Terrors of his Majeſty, to deli- 
ver the Law to Moſes and the People of Iſrael, tis 
faid, And all the People ſaw the Thunderings, 
and the Lightnings, and the Noiſe of the 
Trumpet, and the Mountain ſmoaking ; and when the Peo- 
ple ſaw it, they removed and flood afar off, and they ſaid 
unto Moſes, ſpeak thou with us and we will hear; but let 
wot God ſpeakwith us, leſt we die.

As the Rleſſed Apoſtle argues in another Cafe, If 
| * Man love not his Brother whom he has ſeen, how can he- Ive 
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before us; If a Man hofbur not his Prince, ſet by Di- 
vine Providence over him for his great Good, how 
can he honour the Glorious King of Eternity, whom 
no Man has ſeen or can fee? ſince, as an excellent 
Author obſerves, It is God's wiſe and Sir Hmyiry Ma:t- 
gracious Method, to hide his divine Ope- 
rations by Humane Means, of which he gives many 
p_ and noble Inſtances. That of governing the 
orld by Princes and Magiſtrates is not the meaneſt; 


that of our Bleſſed Saviour's Incarnation, and humble 


Converſe on Earth was the greateſt ; who being the 


| Brightneſs of the Father's Glory, and the expreſs Image 
| of his Perſon, cover d the God under the Out- ſide of a 


Servant, and yeil'd his Glories with Human Fleſh. 

2. But further, no man can be religious, but by per- 
forming ſincere univerſal Obedience to his God, and 
paying the ſame Reſpect to both the Tables of the mo- 
ral Law. They were both written with the ſame Fin- 
ger, publiſh'd by the ſame Authority, and the Al- 
mighty Law-giver, who ſtrictly requires, We ſhow'd 
have no other Gods beſides himſelf, as ſolemnly commands, 
That we ſhou'd bonour our Father and Mother, which in- 
cludes our Honour and Obedience to Kings and Queens, 
and lawful Magiſtrates, the Parents of their Country, 


as well as to our Parents by Nature. Since a Kingdom 
is but a larger Family, and can no more ſubſiſt wich- 
out its Members paying Allegiance and dutiful Sulf

ſion to its Supreme Head, than a private Family can be 
well and happily govern'd, when neither Servaats fear 
their Maſter, nor Children honour their Father. 

That this Command includes our Duty and Fealty 

to our Prince is plain, becauſe if it be not contain'd in 
this, tis in none of the Ten. And then this Abſurdi- 
ty wou'd follow, that the Wiſe Governour of the 
World had not made ſufficient Proviſion for it's Order 
and Well being. And alſo, that the Law written by 
God's own Hand, wou'd be more imperfect than the 
Law of Nature, which it was delign'd to improve and 
explain. 
For even the Sixth of thoſe Seven Precepts, which the 
Rabbins call the Precepts of the Sons of Noab, that 
were in the World, as the great Rule of Life and Man- 
ners, long before the Law of Moſes, is 4 Judg. 
ments, Which, according to the Hebrew Way of ſpeak- 
ing, is concerning the Honour and dutiful Subjection, 
chat muſt be paid to Kings and Civil Magiſtrates. 

But the refin d Precepts of the Goſpel, explain'd and 
entorc d by the Practice of our Bleſſed Saviour and his 
Apoſtles, put the Matter out of all Queſtion : Who 
command us to render to Cæſar, the things that are Cæſar a; 
to make Supplications, Prayers and giving of Thanks, 
for Kings and all that are in Authority, that we may 
lead a quiet and peaceable Life in all Godlineſs and Ho- 
neſty, to be ſubject to the Higher Powers, to Kings as

God's Deputies ; to ſubordinate Miniſters and Magi- 


- ſtrates as theirs; and that not only for Wrath, but Con- 
ſcience ſake. 


In ſhort, if we proceed upon the Meaſures of Holy 
Scriptures, (by which we muſt all be judg'd at the 
great and terrible Day) a devout and godly Atheiſt is 
full as good Senſe, as a religious tender-conſcienc'd 
Rebel. K | 

Religion ſupports and adorns civil Society, by inſpi- 
ring Men with a Love to their Country, and an earneſt 
Zeal to do publick Good, by making them conſcien- 
tious in obſerving Oaths, the ſacred Ties of Duty and 
Allegiance, ſincerely obedient to their Prince, punctual- 
ly juſt, and compaſſionately kind to their Fellow- 
Subjects. God is pleas d to train us up, and prepare us. 
to be happy Subjects of his Eternal Kingdom, by Obe- 
dience and Submiſſion to Governours in Church and 


| State upon Earth: He that is of ſuch a ſtubborn and 


proud Temper, as-to defy God, and reject the Empire 


| which he maintains by his Deputies and Proxies here 
| below, can never be adyanc'd to that happy State where 
| God reigns in Perſon, where glorify'd Spirits are all. 


Kings, becauſe they are God's devout Subjects, and 


molt amazingly happy and free, becauſe they are moſt 
entirely reſign d, and humbly obedient to their great 
Lord. Tis with all unruly Spirits, and Enemies to 
Government, as it was with the factious fickle * 


— . — 
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the holy Text ſays, Dent. 33. v. 5. they rebell d againſt 
God. and his Servant Moſes, who was King in Jeſurun. 

2. And now I am come to the ſecond thing propos d, 
which is, to hint in few words (for no Words or Cha- 
racers are black enough fully to expreſs) the horrid 
Wickedneſs and fatal Miſchiefs of a fa ctious ungover- 
nable Spirit, of attempting or encouraging Changes in 
Church or State. 

A tumultuous Spirit, full of Sedition and Faction, 
is infinitely contrary to the Temper of the Goſpel of 
our Meek and Heavenly Lord, to that inoffenſive, 
peaceable Sweetneſs, and divine Humility, which it 
earneſtly requires and effectually promotes. 

Treaſonable Attempts to weaken and overturn regu- 
lar Governments and well-eſtabliſh'd Kingdoms, are 
as wicked and odious in their Cauſes, as if the Villa- 
ny ſucceeds, they are lamentable and deſtructive in their 


They proceed from a moſt curs d Ambition, ravenous 
Covetouſneſs, and diabolical Pride. 
Rebellion begins in Lies and Perjuries in a ſturdy 
Defiance of God and his Ordinances, goes on in the 
Breach and outragious Violation of every thing that is 
civil or facred, through Murders and Rapines, wades 
through the Blood of Countrymen, Parents, Virgins 
and Matrons, Prieſts and Princes, to the tottering Seat 
of ſhort-liy'd guilty Power. 8 87 
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lt ends in the Diſſolution of Government, and Intro- 
duction of all manner of Licentiouſneſs, Atheiſm, Baſe- 


neſs and Cruelty. 


And when Providence ſees time to call ſturdy inſul- 
ting Traytors to a ſevere Account, the proſperous Vil- 
lains are tumbled down from the ill-gotten ſlippery 
Heights of their Greatneſs, and, to the Satisfaction of 
all true Loyaliſts and good Men, rais'd to the well- 
merited and more- becoming Advancements of a Gib- 


Their Families periſh, their Name is more nauſeous 
than their expos d Carcaſles, Guilt and Deſpair, like 
grinning Furies, haunt and diſtract their Conſciences, 
like unſupportable Weights of Ruin plunge their impure 
Spirits in deep Damnation. Repentance may indeed 
prevent Damnation, but haughty conſummate Rebels 
ſeldom have the Grace to repent, they {in beyond all 
the Meaſures and Impudence of ordinary common Vil- 
lany. For Rebellion is as the Sin of Witch- 
craft, and Stubborneſs is as Iniquity and Idolg- --.

I berefore, let not the Voice of the unjuſt Murmu- 
rer or proud Malecontent be heard, nor the ſeditious 
Complaints of inſolent ſturdy People; who are ſick of 
Eaſe, and ſurfeit on Plenty, who fondly fancy, 
there is no Li without Confuſion, no good 
Government without the Inſolent Tyranny of a Rabble 
Power. . 
Theſe, like uneaſy diſtemper d Wretches, wou'd 
rowl and toſs from one Conventicle to another, from 
one kind of Diforder and Miſrule to another, dreaming 
they ſhall find Eaſe and Benefit by Change, when 
Alas! the Miſchief lies deep in their own corrupted 
Principles, in their feavouriſh wicked Zeal. 

Our Queen's Prerogative, ſecures to her all that 
Power and Homage, which make her a glorious 
Monarch, without the leaſt Invaſion on the Rights of 
her Subjects: And her Subjects are ſecur' d by the 
Laws and her Majeſties Juſtice, of all their Liberty and 
Property; which is ſufficient to make them a happy 
People, without the leaſt Encroachment on the Crown, 
the leaſt Diminution of the Sacredneſs of Royalty. In 
the Queens admirable Goverment, the moſt ſovereign 
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Authority and full Liberty meet; as in her Royal Per- 
ſon, the moſt Impartial Juſtice and heavenly Cle- 
mency. | 

Our Church as by Law eſtabliſh'd, the Wonder or
